* As the readers are probably aware, 
we have three funds Set upto disburse 
eanteen funds from the Second World 
War. The fund aftet the First War 
was known as the QOanteen Fund, as 
seventy per cent of the serving mem- 
bers were in the Army—the Air Force 
being still in its infancy and the Naval 
personnel was small. ' 

While there were some mishaps in 
the administration of the Canteen 
Fund, it Was 
with a much more human touch than 
is being done with ‘the Army Benevo- 
lent Fund at the nt time, Wheth- 
er or not. we are A to be too 
cautions because ‘trouble with 
the Canteen Fund, I do not know, but 
certainly the Army Benevolent Fund 
is not functioning and should bave a 
rapid overhauling. 

A Mr. J. C. Murchie is at-the head

It is 
their intention to eke out the fund 
for a period of fifty years, but as the 
fund did not start operating until 1948 
it means that anyqne who enlisted in 
the Army at the age of 20 in 1939 will 
be abqut 80 years of age when the 
fund is exhausted. 

AS we now have legislation covering 
War Veterans’ Allowances, I am quite 
sure that the State wil] look after any 
veteran after he reaches the age of 
sixty. Practically ninety-five eent 
of th,men now drawing War Veterans’ 
Allewance are veterans of the First 
War and are, therefore, not entitled to 
benefits from the fund. evertheless I 
venture to say that any Second War 
yeteran in receipt of W.V.A. would 
have a very poor chance receiving any 
assistance at all through the Army 
Benevolent ‘Fund, 

The RCAF Benevolent Fund and the 
Naval Benevolent Fund appear to be

SUMMER AND FALL SEEDING 


Many farmers who bought 
crup'seed this spring have not seeded 
t because of the inadequate supply of 
moisture. This wise, says J. E. 
Birdsall, Supervisor of Crop Improve

age crop seed in the sack than to sow 
it in dry ground, 

Some of these farmers in districts 
where moisture conditions have im- 


asking if it would be a 
good idea to seed now, Mr. Birdsall ad 
vises, however, that late July or early 
August seeding is risky and cannot be 


‘ | recommended. He says that the small 
Nitsche to spend several | seedlings will suffer if exposed to the 


heat that usually oecurs in midsum- 
mer, 

If grass seed only is to be seeded, 
late August or early September seed- 
ing into moist soil will give good re- 
sults. The stand will be well establi- 
shed in time to winter satisfactorily. 
If, however, legumes or grass-legume 
mixtures are to be seeded, a longer de- 
lay will be necessary. Those anxious

Harvesting has started In moat parts 
of the district, with a-considerable a- 
mount of ‘cutting having been complet. 
ed in somé parts. Crops this year are 
going to vary greatly from one farm 
to another, and it is common to see a 
good ‘crop just across the road from a 
very poor one Yields will generally 
be light, with some crops being almost 
a complete failure: On the other hand 
some more fortunate farmers may ex-' 
pect to reap fairly good harvests. 

Weather conditions have been ex- 
tremely adverse, with the long dry spell 
in the spring, during which a couple of 
very heavy frosts did considerable dam- 
age, 

The unfavorable moisture conditions 
resulted in some crops coming up in 
a very Irregular manner, which will add 
considerably to the difficulty of har- 
vesting. 

Fortunately: hail damage in the area 
has been light this year. 

Yields are hard to estimate at, the 
moment, and the great variation in 
crops may make it almost impossible to 
strike an average at any time.

| (COMPLACENCY OR EMERGENCY 


Blood transfusions today have become a routine in most 
hospitals thanks to the Red Cross, but there was a time when 
a patient received a blood transfusion only as a last: resort. 
Precious time was wasted in a.frantic search for donors and the 
typing of their blood before. it could be administered. We shall 

o never know how many lives were lost through lack of an im- 

mediate supply of life-giving healthy blood, but doctors and 
nurses can tell many grim tales ’of “too little and too late” ex- 
; perience. ; : H 
' Since the war the Red Cross has set up a marvellous or- 
ganization in this province to provide each: hospital with 
a continuing supply ‘of fresh blood, Emergency cases and un- 
usual blood types are handled with the utmost dispatch from 
large blood banks in. Calgary. and Edmonton. It is a service 
that is entirely free to the hospitals and has relieved them 
of a great deal of work and worry in caring for the sick, and 
with an adequate supply of fresh bblood at hand the hospit- 
als have been making more general usé of transfusions. Today 
they do not have to use the treatment as an emergency or last 
resart and the patient receives the right type. of blood when 
it will do the most good for him. we ; 

But in providing this new service the Red Cross has re- 
moved the glamour and excitement from the donation of blood. ° 
M Its use has become commonplace. Donors attend the clinic by 
: ’ the hundred and take their turn in a matter-of-fact, business- 
4 like way, far from the. hospital or personal contact with the 
q sick people whom they are helping. Under these circumstances 

it is a little difficult to remember that one is-not donating to 
the Red Cross itself but to the sick people of Alberta, our own 
neighbors, friends or relatives. It is even on the record where 
one donor received his own blood back within a few hours 
after leaving the clinic. 

But complacency is working a hardship on the blood do- 
nor service, Donations have not kept pace with the increasing 
demands for blood at hospitals. Some who neglected to attend 
the Blood Donor Clinic when it appears in their community 

- excuse themselves with the thought that they would certainly 
rush to the hospital to donate in an emergency. But that emer- 
gency will never come again. Alberta hospitals today depend 
entirely upon the Red Cross blood bank and few of them are 
equipped for personal donations. 

Let’s look on the arrival of the clinic in our town as a 
first class emergency in which every available drop of blood 
is needed. The things to remember is that we must give our 
blood if hospitals are to handle any emergency that arises, Like 
any other bank.we cannot take more out of the Blood Bank

Respect for and observance of*rights 
and freedoms depends to a large ex- 
tent upoh the convictions, character 
and spirit of the people. Even the most 
liberal-seeming bill of rights may be- 
come twisted in the minds and hands 
of an illiberal and inept generation. 
It is a tribute to’ the love of the Cana- 
dian people for freedom, and to their 
tolerance and fairness, that life has 
gone its tranquil way in this country, 
with progress and rising standards of. 
living marching hand in hand with the 
utmost personal liberty. 

The United Nations : 

The United Nations has expanded 
the idea of freedom: into a whole gal- 
axy of ideals. Alas! it is one thing to 
have ideals and another to find the 
means to fulfil the promises implied 
in the ideals. There was a moment in 
1940 that’was one of the great mom- 
ents in history.-It was the moment 
when Britain suggested that France 
unite with her and that they become 
one people,’ under law. Churchill pro- 
posed it, but it slipped away in the 
welter of events. How different might 
be the state of Europe today if only 
the French people had been united 
enough to set up strong men in gOv- 
ernment to;seize the most brightly 
burning torch of free alliance ever 
proferred by one nation to another. 

The Charter of the United Nations 
provides another opportunity. In noble 
phrases it commits its “members “to 
promote human rights and fundamen- 
tal freedoms.” But how is this to be 
brought about? The most hopetul 
course seems to lie in international 
agreements dealing with relations be- 
tween the nations. 

If.the United Nations can set wp 
machinery for the international pro- 
tection of human freedom and rigths, 
it will have jutified the hope of men 
and women everywhere,: because ob- 
servance of: liberty between nations 
will draw the attention of govern: 
| ments and people to conditiqns with- 
| in their borders, and a force will be 
| exerted upon domestic legislation tend 
| ing to promote human rights and fun- 
damental freedoms. 

Following publication of the United 
Nations Charter there developed a 
Wide demand for specific plans to give 
its eloquent language significance. 
The Human Rights Commission drew 
up the Universal Declaration of Hu- 
man Rights, which was passed by the 
General Assembly of the United Na- 
tions on December 10th, 1948, It is 
made up of 30 articles, setting forth a 
common standard of achievement for 
all peoples and all nations. Copies ‘are 
available free from the Canadian Cit+ 
izenship Council, 46 Elgin Street, Ot- 
tawa, and the United Nations Associa- 
fion in Canada, 163 Lourier Avenue, 
W., Ottawa.

BANGS DISEASE TESTING 

Dr. Saville, Veterinarian at Chauvin 
reports that almost 50 per cent of 
dairy herds tested by him to date 
show traces to heavy contaminations 
of Bangs Disease. Our sutvey this 
spring showed the same thing as far. 
as beef herds are concerned, An effort 
must. be made to stamp out this dis- 
ease before it ruins our livestock in- 
dustry and the health of the people by 
the spread of Undulant Fever. All 
milk cows should be tested for this 
disease and all heifer calves vaccinat- 


Hello Homemakers: 

Here's a tip for cooking. vegetabbles 
from Miss. B. Joyce Lewis, Nutrition 
Specialist which is worth passing al- 
ong to you especially this year when 
vegetables are scarce and not too good. 
1. Use little or no water—Just en- 
ough to cook thé veggtables without 
having them stick to the kettle. When 
cooking greens the amount that clings 
to the leaves after. washing ‘is suffici- 
ent. By usifg & small amount of wa- 
ter the loss of minerals and vitamins 
is kept to a minimum. 

2. Start fast-cook slowly—The to- 
tal cooking time is greatly reduced by 
bringing foods to a cooking tempera- 
ture quickly. This protects the ‘vita- 
mins by keeping them exposed to wa- 
ter, heat and air as short a time as 
possible. 

3. Avoid: violent boiling—After the 
food comes to a steam, reduce the heat 
to the lowest temperature required to 
keep it steaming. To decrease the loss 
of food value and to keep the vege- 
tabbles whole, 
be avoided. 

4. Cook in Covered utensilse—Keep 
out the air as air destroys certain vita 
mins.

PLANS FOR BUNCHING ’ 
COMBINED STRAW 


The need for conserving as much 
feed as possible is particularly acute 
this year and combine operators are 
advised to investigate ways of gath- 
ering combined straw. ¢ 

One of the most efficient methods of 
doing this, says C. A. Cheshire, Ex- 
tension Engineer, Department of Ag- 
riculture, is by means of a ground 
driven, elevator type of machine which 
may be attached behind the combine. 
This type of straw buncher. may be 
built jn any convenient size but most, 
farmers will find that one designed 
for making stacks 8 ft. square and 6 
ft] high will be most convenient. 

Plans for the construction of the 
straw buncher recommended may be 
secured from the Agricultural Exten- 
sion Service,: Alberta Department of 
Agriculture,- Edmonton.

DEEP LITTER IN © 
POULTRY HOUSES 


Deep litter, a relatively new idea in 
laying house managément,: has been 
used by many Alberta 
with considerable success, say offic- 
ials of the Poultry Branch. | 


Poultrymen have found that deep 
litter keeps dry. The reason for this 
is that numetous organisms* grow in 
deep litter utilizing chemicals and the 
moisture contained in the poultry drop 
pings. Conditions favorable for the 
growth of these organisms occur in 
the presence of food, ‘moisture, 
and warmth. All these are, provided 
during the summer months, so that 
summer is the time to start, building 
up your deep litter. 

The general procedure. is to clean 
the laying house thoroughy and disin- 
fect it before the birds are moved in 
off the.range. It is preferable that a 
few weeks elapse between removing 
the old birds and the housing of the 
new. To begin with a thin layer of 
straw, shavings or sawdust (fir is pre 
ferable to spruce) is put on the floor. 
When this layer is well mixed with 
droppings, another thin. layer should 
be added. This is continued until the 
litter is ‘six or eight inches deep. As 
the cold weather approaches, a little 
lime can be added at intervals to help 
keep it dry. One pound of hydrated 
lime per fifteen square feet of floor 
space is usually sufficient. During the 
winter any really wet litter around 
drinking fountains should be removed 
at intervals and some straw or shav~- 
ings added. It is important that the 
litter be stirred whenever ft shows a 


‘tendeney to pack. The most satisfac- | 


tory way of doing this is to move the 
litter at the front of the house to the 
back and that at the back to the front. 

If properly managed, litter six to 
eight Inches deep ‘can be kept odorless, 
dry, Warm and sanitary, for one sea- 
son.

vide for each citizen the most comfort- 
able and the éasiest life and the most 
entertainment possible.” Half a cen- 
tury, later every national policy was 
abandoned, ang only material inter- 
ests were promoted. They had bread 
and circuses, bounties, bonuses, doles 
and pensions: but it was easy for 
Philip of Macedon to overrun them, 
secure the surrender of their political 
independence, and reduce them. to 
vassals. For a modern PRAMS, look 
at Russia. ‘ 

The duty imposed upon government 
in a free. society is not to take carg of 
citizens, but to make it possible for 
the citizens to take care of themselves. 
Every man in a free society is a prop- 
rietor, and draws on the capital as he 
earns the right. 

Are We Drifting? 

The approach of dictatorship in the 
life of a free people has always been 
stealthy. Government spending seems 
to promise economic prosperity, and 
the future looks bright. Under this 
hypnotic influence” of something for 
nothing, masses of people lose sight

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THE MAGPIE MENACE 


Kerry Wood, naturalist of Red Deer, des- 
cribes the Magpie as the most clever and one 
of the most beautiful members of the Cardivae 
bird family. But, every farmer and sportsman 
is well aware of the - tremendous toll these 
handsome bandits take in wild life, domestic 
fowl and livestock in Alberta. 


The magpie kills new-born calves and 
fawn by pecking out the eyes of these helpless 
animals. It eats and destroys countless. thou- 
sands of game and song-bird eggs; they invade 
poultry yards to kill off young chicks and tur- 
key poults and even dine on hen’s eggs. An- 
other grisly habit of the magpie is to attack 
open sores on livestock, often ‘enlarging the 
wound to such an extent as to cause death. 


‘It is understandable that with these out- 
laws on the increase in Alberta, it is up to the’ 
farmer and towns people alike to destroy the 
magpie and crow whenever possible, by shoot- 
{ trapping or controlled poison measures.

They 
were people who shrugged their 
shoulders and were silent in the face 
of injustice to their. neighbors in the 
‘next house, the. next-door country, or 
another: continent. 

To Keep Our Freedom 

What is it that makes men free in 
society? Not wealth, nor civic post- 
tion, nor dominion ‘government, nor 
business power, but knowledge intelli- 
gently applied. We need to be contin- 
uously educated and re-educated. Ed- 
noated in the fundamentals of essen- 
ial freedom, and re-educated to keep 
ns up-to-date ina changing world. 

John Milton has lived. and written, 
John Locke has said his say for liberty 
ana John Stuart Mill’ has outlined the 
principles of freedom in imperishable 
words. Why are not the Areopagitica 
and the essays on Toleration and Lib- 
erty known by every High School stu- 
dent? These are the fundamental prin- 
ciples on which our boasted liberty 
rests, as true today as ever. 

Our democratic machinery may be 
ola and worn 4nd, as ‘Western Cana- 
dians say of temporary machine jobs, 
held together. with ‘hay-wire here and 
there. We know that it is not perfect. 
But we also know that it offers a full 
er, freer, happier life to our people 
than any totaitarian nation has ever 
offered, and is worth preserving. 

What we need today is a live know- 
ledge of what is going on in govern- 
ment, not only in Canada but in other 
countries, and a crusading constitu- 
tional spirit from one end of the coun- 
try to the other.

AO. REPORTS ON 4 
WORLD MEAT 

A new report on the wor ld me rat and 
livestock situation has been issued by 
the Food and Agriculture Organiza- 
tion of the United Nations. : 

Meat production-in 1948 was slight- 
ly less than in 1947 and considerably 
less than the 1934-48 annual average. 
Europe’s production was still at only 
62 per cent of the pre-war level. North 
America’s meat production, on the 
other hand, Was at 135 per cent of the 
average for pre-war years. 

Prospects are good’ for improvement 


of meat production this year, the re- 
port shows, A mild winter in Europe 
meant a great saving of livestock feed, 
and feed supplies there are now more 
plentiful than‘at any other time since 
the war. This means that expansion 
in both Hivestock numbers and mei 
production is possible in Europe if 
weather remains normal. In Canada 
and the United States the supply of 
concentrate féed per animal, is the 


highest on. record. 

Only 10 to 12 per cent of the world's 
meat production enters international 
trade and of this quantity 80 to 85 
per cent went to the United Kingdom 
in the pre-war days and 60 per cent in 


1948. The. volume of shinments from 
the eight major meat exporters of the 
‘world—Argentina, New’ Zealand, Aus- 
tralia, Canada, Uruguay, the United 
States, Denmark and Brazil—fell last 
year to about. 16 per cent below the 


1947 figure ang to 10 per cent below 


the pre-war average. The decline was " 


1948-49, the. United Kingdom had con 
tracts with all the major meat export- 
ing countries except the United States 
and most of the meat shipped by the 
exporting countries was covered by 
contracts, with various importers, As 
a result, ‘a world price for meat does 
not exist. 

The world output of meat is expect- 
ed to increase generally during the 
next two or three years, with the maj; 
or increases occurring in Europe. If 
European countries reach expected 
levels of output, their production of 
meat will be near the pre-war level by 
RoR

Therefore, it would seem to 
be good business for our whole com- 
munity to take an active interest in 
promoting the welfare of agriculture, 
which is our basic industry, because 
the farmers are the best spenders we 
have got. Every encouragement should, 
be given ‘to the setting up of an’ agri- 
cultural policy that will guarantee to 
the farmer who contributes his share, 
an opportunity to live on.a debt-free 
farm‘where he can enjoy the modern 
conveniences of life and keep. in step 
with those In other occupations, 

I expect my next report will be 
written from Ottawa as the first Ses- 
sion of the new Parliament is schedul- 
ed to open on September 165th.

NEW CHEMICAL TO REPLACE 
DDT AS LIVESTOCK SPRAY 


A new  insecticide—methoxychlor— 
expected to replace DDT as a livestock 
spray, is now available in Canada, it 
is ahnounced by Canadian Industries 
Limited. 


More lethal to some insects than 
DDT, yet less toxic to human_ beings, 
the fiew chemical was developed in the 
U.S. It has already been adopted there 
as a standard cattle spray to control 
several species of flies which are res- 
ponsible for millions of dollars in los- 
ses annually to Ameican and Canadian 
beef production. 

Extensive experiments by Canadian 
federal, provincial and industrial en- 
tomologists during the past two years 
were highly successful, stated C. R. 
Asher, development manager of 
C-I-L’s agricultusal chemicals § divi- 
sion. 

Methoxychlor was recommended as 
a fly spray when U.S. health authori- 
ties found dangerous amounts of DDT 
in milk and meat from treated live- 
steck. Methoxchlor, on the other ‘hand 
is said to leave practically no residue 
in the flesh of animals and is only 1/24 
as toxic as DDT, Mr. Asher reported. 


Wettable DDT is still widely used 
in Canada as a cattle spray although 
certain areas report that DDT-resist- 
ant fly strains are developing. Where 
this problem has been 
methoxychlor was tried as a fly con- 
trol with great success.

“Introductién of methoxychlor does 
not mean DDT is on the way out,” the 
agricultural scientist explained. “The 
latter is still an excellent insect kiler 
con- 
trelling pests that attack potato, to- 


bacco, fruit anq certain vegetable 
crops. The new ‘chemical, however, 
will eliminate human health hazards 


created by DDT and serve as a lethal 
weapon against the so-called ‘super- 
fly’ .” :

The Guidebook for the "Qurricutum 
Foundation Series Readers, now 
used extensively in our schools, lists 
the following as a guide in evaluating 
the attainments of pupils in relation 
to development, .and their readiness 
for a reading program. 

(1). A degree of maturity represented 
by a mental age of six or more afd 
sufficient mental alertness or bright- 
ness to ensure rapid ohh 0 in learn- 
ing. 

(2) Good health and freedom from or- 
ganic defects so that the pupils can 
give careful attention to various types 
of learning activities. 

(8) Sufficient social adjustment and 
emotional stability: so that the pupil 
can enjoy group activities. 

(4) An adequate fund of ideas, or ‘back 
ground of experience to enable him *~ 
grasp the meaning of passages in 
early reading actitvities. 

(8) Sufficient facility in. thjnking to 
enable the pupil to grasp simple rela- 
tionships, to perceive sequence, to 
organize ideas, and to engage in simple 
problem-solving activities. 

(6) Ability to understand readily and 
use fluently the vocabulary and types 
of sentences found in, begining-reading 
books, such as the Pre-Primers and 
Primer of this Series. 

(7) Efficient work habits which enable 
the pupil to follow directions and to 
concentrate on the activities involved 
in learning to read. 

(8) Sufficient sensory ability to insure 
accurate visual and auditory discrim- 
ination of words. 3 
(9) Adequate motor control to make 
the muscular adjustments involved in 
learning to read. 

(10) Keen interest in learning to read. 

In a‘survey conducted with 493 

school superintendents one part of the 
: questionnaire asked for a listing of 
the chief reasons for failures in read- 
ing and in arithmetic. 

It ‘is interesting to note that the rea- 
s0ns in order of frequency. of mention 
were: 

A. Reading 

(1) “Inability, too young to compre- 
hend—mental immaturity.” 

(2) “Physical and Social immaturity 
of Pupils”. 

(3) Language difficulty in the home, 
(4) Lack of ‘background of wie eban 
and vocabulary. 

(5) Pupil illness, poor physical condi- 
tion, and physical handicaps such as 
defective sight and hearing, decayed 
teeth, diseaseq tonsils and adenoids, 
ete, 

B. Arithmetic 

(1) Laek of mental ability on the part 
of pupils. 

(2) Lack of interest which results in 
lack of application. 

(3) Lack of coniprehension of thought 
problems in Arithmetic - failure of 
pupils to grasp, number, significance 


and number combinations and preeees 
ses. 


(4) Lack of emotidnal ataility, on the 
part of pupils, 

From the opinions -expressed it is 
thus evident that the chief cause of 
lack .of progress is probably mental 
immaturity, ie. the. child is too young 
mentally. 

It is lastingly -harmful to the child 
to try to force him to perform tasks 
for which he is not ready. 

Today authorities are of the opin- 
ion that it is a mistake to have pupils

I, A child of six years of age is favor-

In Alberta the Provincial Govern- 
ment through the Department of Rd- 
ucation regulates grade I attendance 
and entrance as follows:

the right of an appeal by the parent or 
guardian of the pupil to the Chief 
Superintendent of Schools whose de- 
cision shall be final.

tonnds eyen the most doting of parents 
The average parent will willingly pro- 
vide the essentials, but,the little ex- 
tras that are fundamental to self-res- 
pect or a desire for emulation may of- 
ten only be obtained by the youngster’s 
own efforts. At least father is very 
pleased, and perhaps proud, if his off- 
spring can lighten the load. 

It is well for eyeryone te learn as 
soon and as painlessly as possible how 
the means of subsistence are obtained. 
Young people should be given work 
and responsibility in proportion. to 
their age. The whole of the months of 
July ang August should not be a holi- 
day for. students in the sense that in 
that period they may loll around or do 
just what they please. It is a period 
of change in. which they get new and 
helpful experiences. And one of the 
most useful experiences. for people of 
this age is to get a Yoretaste of what 
life will be like when they leave school 
Work, arduous and even distasteful, is 
an experience that should come early 
in life. ‘However, it should not be 80 
prolonged as to develep a’ dislike for 
it, If one is trained to work, if one 
learns it in the right way, it may be- 
come a pleasure, Yes, there are many 
people who really enjoy difficult work, 
who get their greatest satisfaction 
from it. They are indeeq fortunate 
people who enjoy the thing they must 
do. 

During and since’ World War 2 sum- 
mer employment for students has been 
easily obtainable, if not abundant, 
Young people of sixteen and seventeen 
can in their first “regular” job obtain 
in adults pay. They-can readily earn 
$40 to $50 a week, Often they live af 
home and are not charged for boar4, 
They are really opulent. To them that 
much money buys’ almost everything 
they desire. And they make compari- 
sons. They getting more than a 
nurse or a rural school teacher, both 
of whom had to remain in school and 
get a higher education. Why should 
they stay .in schdol when work and 
money is so plentiful for those without 
an education? They have not as yet 
experienced: the difficulties of getting 
unskilled work in the winter months 
or in times of économie depression. It 
is very difficult to convince such 
youngsters that a higher education is 
of any advantage, economic or cultur- 
al. They school and acquire. an 
independence s0 desirable at that per- 
fod of life. 

Another unfortunate circumstance is 
that many of the jobs are sinecires— 
little labor is required or at least may 
be avoided by adroit maneuvering. At 
a stage in life when habits. and impres- 
sions are readily fixed, many young 
people are thus encouraged to become 
loafers, malingerers, or just’ plain 
bums, It is rather difficult to direct 
these students away from these jobs 
when they may be the most readi'y ob 
tained. But at least they should be
